The Kavgolovo Games which 
ended on Sunday outside Lenin- 
grad, proved how world skiing 
competition has grown.

CAMPAIGN AGAINST INDIA 


Delhi. American propaganda 
has launched n provocation 
campaign against Indio. Having 
published a cooked-up story 
about alleged Indian prepara- 
tions to creole an atomic bomb, 
the American press li now writ- 
ing about the ''carnage" o! Mos- 
lems Lit India. As has already 
Ireon reported, in tire north-eas- 
tern Indian stale or Assam a 
tense situation has arisen due 
lo actions by right-wing na- 
tionalist groupings who have un- 
successfully tried to disrupt the 
elections (or the state legislative 
assembly hold In keeping with 
the Indian constitution. 


The disturbances caused by 
the extremists have claimed a 
number of human lives. The 
government Is doing all It can 
for a speedy normalization of 
the situation In Assam. How- 
ever, tho events In this part of 
India arc presented through the 
distorted mirror of the Western 
—and particularly of the Amer- 
ican— press, which portrays 
them In a deliberately twisted 
light with allegations made that 
the Moslems ore being killed by 
the Hindus. 

This interpretation of the de- 
velopments has caused indigna- 
tion in India.

heavy bombers. This spells out 
a clear desire fo surge ahead 
militarily and lo gain supeilorlly 
over (ho USSR, lo which Mos- 
cow cannot agree. 

On Hie lalks on nuclear arma- 
ments In Europe, Gromyko 
warned against tumours of some 
American "Intermediate" vari- 
ants, which aro again being 
used to drag out the negotia- 
tions and to feign k striving tor 
agreement To dale the USA end 




NATO have failed fo put for- 
ward a proposal which could 
meet tho principle of parity, 
which Is central lo any progress 
at tho talks. This Is why the pro- 
paganda sallies alleging some 
qualitatively now shifts In the 
position are at odds with reality. 

Al |ho Geneva talks of nu- 
clear arms In Europo the USSR 
came up with several proposals 
whose implementation would 
amount fo a reduction of over 
1,300 units of nuclear medium- 
range arms. This could result, in 
the numbar ot the medium-range 
mlssllo launchers in the Eu- 
ropean pert ol (he USSR and 
the aggregate numbar ol war- 
heads telling bolow the 1976 fi- 
gure, |.e„ to the levels In exis- 
tence before the USSR started 
modernizing Its medium-range 
missiles. This Is our answer to 
oil those West Europeans who 
are worried about the Soviet 
Union's nuclear potential. At the

dtlerraneon country opposed to 
the deployment of such weapons 
on its territory, Tikhonov 
pointed out.

USSR will never agree to. It 
could be said by way of objec- 
tion — be that as It may, tho 
Geneva talks still continue. True, 
but while the USSR seeks agree- 
ment, America only plays at ne- 
gotiation, trying to convince the 
West Europeans that there Is de- 
finite movement there, In order 
to lull poople's vigilance, gain 
time and start deploying about 
600 new missiles. It want* fo 
convince West Europeans that 
the deployment ot these missiles 
is not contrary to tha goal of 
the Geneva falfcs — tha missiles 
will allegedly be deployed 
while the talks take their natural 
course. Moscow Issues tho fol- 
lowing warning: In deploying Hi 
missiles In Western Europe tha 
United States will bo cuffing tha 
ground from under the talks on 
nuclear weapons.

ElSSliS HIM UTIIDUL 


The Assumption Cathedral, a remarkable monu- 
ment ol Russian and world architecture built over 
500 years ago, rises up from Ihe middle of the 
Moscow Kremlin. 

Tho cathedral was o reeled by Russian builders 
working to the design of Italian archlloct Aristotle 
Flora van I L 

From the time 11 was consecrated on August 12. 
1470, it became Russia's main cathedral, it was 
here that the Russian tsais and emperors worn 
crowned. Tbo Hist Russian patriarch lov was 
elected in the Assumption Cathedral in 15(19, a 
tael which marks the Russian Orthodox Church's 
Independence from Const anil nople. 

Today the cathedral houses a museum contain- 
ing a collection of old paintings and objects nl 
applied art. 

Tho I5th-ccn!ury frescoes In the cathedral’s In- 
terior are most Impressive, as are the point [ng>. 
with their 250 topical com posli ions and over two 
thousand Individual figures; Hie paintings were 
(in Islied In 1043. The frescoes of the Assumption 
Cathedral me noted lur tlieli bright, contrasting 
colours: gold was used for tlu> clothes and partic- 
ularly for the backgrounds. 210 Ihouxatid gulil 
leaves wcie utilized foi the gliding of the back- 
ground only. 

The Assumption Cathedral Is fumous for ll* 
collection of unique Icons. The oldest Is Ihe 
"SI George" Icon, dating back lo the l2tli century. 
Also lo bo seen In Ihe cathedral are old books, 
ihe ceremonial dress of the Russian metropolitans 
and patriarchs, and valuable church plate.

HEALING WITH SEA POISOHS 

Soviet rosea rrhnrs have found 
ways nf using the poisons of 
various sea animals. StarGsh. 
lellyfish, molluscs, poisonous 
cymaloa and fish will contribute 
to human health. The substances 
they contain have provided Ihe 
basis for many drugs. The toxins 
which make certain kinds ol 
sealife Inedible have turned oul 
to be the most useful. 

The new drugs are being 
created at ihe All-Union Re- 
search Institute of Sea Fisheries 
and Oceanography. They have 
some rare properties. For ex- 
ample: they normalize Ihe bean 
rhythm and bring down the 
cholesterol content In the blood, 
which Is most Important for 
people Buttering from arterial 
sclerosis. In the opinion of So- 
viet experts, the new' drugs 
have a wider ranee of applica- 
tion and aro much cheaper lo 
produce than Ihetr analogues on 
Ihe world drug market.

A surprisingly beautiful cell- 
ing painting, lost during the 
Great Patriotic War (1941-15), 
has been returned to Its rightful 
home on tho celling of (he cen- 
tral room of the Hermitage pavi- 
lion. 

This palatial pavilion was 
built In Vekaiorininsky Park at 
Tsarekoye Selo (today the town 
of Pushkin near Leningrad) and 
was nreant, according to a con- 


temporary source, for small re- 
ceptions and foT talks on art 
and "various other crafls". This 
fi why the painter, Giuseppe 
Valerianl, chose the feast of tho 
gods on Mount Olympus as the 
subject ot his painting and 
round the edge ot the celling he 
drew Rguros representing the 
Muses of poetry, painting, mu- 
•tc and architecture. 

Valerian I'a great work deco- 



rated the Hermitage for almost 
two hundred years. Imparting a 
particularly festive air to ihe 
pavilion. Stolen by the nazis, It 
disappeared during World 
War H and remains unround 
to this day. So it was de- 
cided to do a copy. The Vale- 
rianl masterpiece has now been 
recreated by Leningrad resto- 
rers who worked hard for Uireo 
years on the Jab.

USSR-Japan: outlook for further business businessmen 


(Continued from page i) 

We are facing economic In- 
stability and dwindling world 
lrado owing lo political Incon- 
sistencies In some countries 
caused by frequent cbangcB or 
government, by ihe energy cri- 
sta In the capitalist world and 
growing protectionism, says To- 
shlkunl Yahlro, President or Mit- 
sui and Co. In Ihe USSR the re- 
verse Is Ihe case. Soviet torelgn 
trade shows In graphic terms 
that il can solve problems which 
In ihe present slluatlon are bey- 
ond the capabilities of other 
countries. 

These words from the Pres- 
ident of Mitsui explain the Inte- 
rest shown- by our Eastern 
neighbours in Ihe development 
of cooperation. Although tho 
overall volume of mutual trade 
ts growing, reaching as It did 
more than live thousand million 
dollars last year, there is reason 
to believe Ihnt Japanese firms 
have lost somo ground on the 
Soviet market to their' Weal Eu- 
ropean competitors. 

In particular, mention should 
bo made of the Tact that the im- 
plementation of certain large- 
scale Joint projects has been 
complicated because of the arti- 
ficial "polltlzatlon" of trade and 
economic links. 

Now some positive shifts havo 
heon achieved. Japan he a facili- 
tated the lifting of sanctions Im- 


posed on the Sakhalin project, 
which provides for the explora- 
tion and development ot the off- 
shore oil and gas fields. Conti- 
nuation of cooperation on this 
project. Is one of Ihe main sub- 
jects of the present meeting. 
Also discussed were the pros- 
pects for Japan's participation 
In the development of the Yaku- 
tia coal field and supplies of 
timber and lumber from Ihe 
USSR along with other goods. 

We beliove that the time 1 b 
ripe lor a specific and construc- 
tive exchange of views on what 
can be achieved by joint efforts 
to ensure that our bilateral 
trade and economic cooperation 
proceed as normal, says V. Su- 
ahkov, USSR Deputy Foreign 
Trade Minister. 

These are Ilia main concerns 
of the Moscow meeting. How- 
ever, there are certain circles 
which are trying lo distort the 
picture. We cannot agree with 
the statement released by the 
Japanese Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs end recently published 
in Japanese newspaper, noted 
V. Sushkov. This stated that by 
Inviting the Japanese delegation 
lo Moscow, we meant to set the 
Japanese business community at 
variance with the Untied States 
end the Japanese: government. 

The statement comes as a sur- 
prise, to say tho least.
